Week ended October 20, 1906: Bill of health issued to the steamship 
Knight of the Garter, bound for Boston, and New York, with a total 
crew of 64. The usual precautions were taken, holds fumigated, rat 
guards placed on wharf lines, and lascars' effects disinfected. 

Week ended October 13, 1906: 28 deaths from cholera, 11 deaths 
from plague, and 1 death from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In all India, week ended October 13, 1906, 6,278 cases and 4,760 
deaths from plague.

Vessel sails with 
the residue of a European general cargo; inspected and past. The 
German steamship Ascania, bound for a port in the United States via 
Kingston, Jamaica, with 34 in the crew.
